tion was repeated in some Wallstreet reports, 
but it was promptly denied. The Chicago, 
Burlington Northern roads make a propo- 
sition for estadlishing through tariffs fram 
New Tork to St., Paul, but it was rejected by 
the Erie, the Pennsylvania, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western andthe New York 
Ontario & Western on the ground that it would 
be a violation of existing rates with New Tork 
and New England. As the Erie refused to co- 
operate, it necessarily fell through. The Le- 
high Valley refused to make any prorating 
agreement, but assented to a combined lake 
and rail traffic in connection with the 
Burlington 4 Northern road which does 
not disturb the regular schedule. The 
New York Central referred the proposition to 
the rate committee of the trunk lines. The 
reason why its answer was not more emphatic

CAUGHT IN A STIFF BLOW 


THE PLEASURE YACHT LEO AND ALL ON 
BoD LOST. 


The Party Made Up of Prominent Citizens 
of Lorain, O., Taking a Sail on Lake 
Erie—Two Bodies R. covered To-Day—A 
Babe Drowned—Bad Wreek on the ’ Fris- 
co—Casaaltics. 


CLEVELAND, O., September18.—The steam 
yacht Leo left the port of Lorain, twenty- 
eight miles west of here, for this port on Sun- 
day afternoon, between 2 and 3 o’clock, hav- 
ing on board the following named gentlemen: 
John B. Tunte, I. D. Lawler, T. F. Ritter, Ben- 
jamin Kline, 8. D. Knight, D. A. La wier, Capt. 
Sam Root, Fred Pelow and an engineer 
from Detroit, whos@ name is unknown. 
Nearly all of them were prominent and well- 
known business men of Lorain. The weather 
was fair and the party of exeursionists looked 
for a pleasant run down to Cleveland with the 
intention of returning by rail in the 
evening. The yacht had been purchased on 
Wednesday at Detroit for $550. It was 
the intention of the purchasers,three of whom 
were among the party of excursionists, to use 
her for pleasure purposes at Lorain. She was 
of but seventeen tons burden, and was unfit 
fora heavy sea. A second object in bringing 
her here was to have her undergo in- 
spection at the hands of the lo- 
cal Goverment inspectors. About 
5o0’clockin the afternoon a stiff blow came 
up from the westward and the yacnt was seen 
to withstand it off Avon Point, a few miles 
down the shore, by a fisherman at-work in the 
neighborhood. The weather moderated 
somewhat and the excursioniste, after putting 
out again for Cleveland, were anet a short 
distance eust of Rocky River by Mr. Dan 
P. Eel’s yacht Winnifred about 7 o'clock in 
the evening. Capt Williams of the Winnifred 
says that he saluted them and received an an- 
swer with cheers from tne party. The weather 
was moderate then. Afterwards the wind 
shifted to the northeast, and it is thought 
that with this unfortunate change 
the Lorain people lost their lives.

= night state that 
Thomas R. Jackson. it was a most cruel, 
peartiess affair. An 18-year-old boy was 
brutally pounded to death in the presence of 
100 fellow Deings. He was a youth witha 
joolish desire to be a wrestler and pugilist, 
and this ambition caused hie death. He went 
to Bob Farrell to make a match to wrestle 
some light weight, agreeing to meet any man 
in bis clase in the city. Ferrell suggested that 
he only knew one light weight wrestier, but 
could arrange a Oaht for him with some light- 
weight, if he desired. Jackson agreed to meet 
id Ahearn, whom Farrell suggested, and the 


nt was eet for Thursday night. As was 
stated = yesterday, however, the vo 
men met in pool-alley Monday 


afternoon and agreed to fight that evening. 
With a crowd of their friends from Pool Alley, 
they went to Daly's resort shortly before mid- 
night and the fight took place, with Joseph A. 
Murphy, sporting editor of the Globe- Democrat, 
for referee. 

A detailed aceount of the fight appeared in 
the Post-Disratcu of yesterday, but eye- 
witnesees of the battle give additional detailis 
which show whata disgustingly brutal affair 
it was. They state that Ahearn frequently 
fouled Jackson in the most cruel man- 
ner, but the referee refused to allow 
the claims of foul which the boy’s friend. 
made and ordered the bloody work to pro- 
ceed. Inthe ninth round gigorous claims of 
foul were made by Jackson's seconds and 
friends but they were not allowed and Dun 
Daly announced to the crowd: ‘‘This is to be 
a fight toa finish and if you fellows will keep 
your mouths closed and rema.n in your seats 
you will see it Onished.’’ His words were 
prophetic. Theysaw it finished. They wit- 
nessed a fight tothe death! 

At the close of this round 

‘JACKSON FELL BACK EXHAUSTED 
into his second’s arme and was carried timp 
and bleeding to his corner, One good blow 
would bave finished him for the fight and 
probably have saved hie e, as he would not 
then have recetved the fwul blows at the close 
of the eleventh round, which are believed to 
have caused luis death. It was under protest 
on the part of Jackson's {friends and seconds 
that the battle proceeded, and even Abearn’s 
friends in the audiepce are said to have 
admitted that the fight should have 


been awarded against their men for fouling 
Juckson, Both men were pexmeared with 
blood and very ‘‘#rouny’’ When they cume 
up forthe eleventh round. The red fuld 
had gushed from them eo freely that sawdust 
had to thrown ofthe floor ofthe ring to 
prevent them from slipping. Juckson was 
scarcely able to stand, but was so game that 
be would rather die than quit, 
and the 100 heartiess spectators 
their thiret for gore iet bim die, 
lhey gaged on in ghoulish glee @while be wes 
pounded to death befure their very #yes. 
Avearn showered biow after blos on Juckeon, 
who, though scafcely able to retain bis feet, 
tougut desperately.

GHTS OF THIS KIND COMMON. 

This affair which terminated so disastrously 
isa fair sample of thé fights that have been 
going on here almost nightly at pugilistic ro- 
sorte without any effort being made by the 
police to stop them. All these resorts are 
— ln a bunch In the neighborhood of 

eventh and Market streets. There are four of 
these fighters’ ‘‘hang-vute’’ there, but only two 
of them have rings in whicn to hold fights. 
ns is the establishment of Daly Brothers on 
Seventh, between Market and Chestnut 
streets, where Jackson met his death, and the 
other is Tom * on the north side of 
Market, west of Sixth street. Dan Daly, of 
Daly Brothers, carries the title of champion 
middie-weight pugilist of Missouri, and his 
brothers, Charley and Johnny, who belp him 
run the piace, are also fighters, the former 
baving met Billy Myers, the Streator (III.) 
champion in the ring. Johnny and Charley 
and occasionally Dan appear in set-tos at the 

lace. They also have a saloon in East St. 
ulis, which is usually looked after by John 
ny, the youngest of the three. Their place on 
Seventh street in this city is a saloon in front. 
They occupy the building ali the way back to 
the alley, and just k of the saloon is the 
concert hall and stage. A couple of ste 
lexuds into the hall, whicn is partitioned off 
irom the saloon. The door connecting the 
two is open except when something spectal, 
for which an admission fee is charged is going 
on, when it is og closed. In the 
rear end of the hall is an elevated stage 
which is the regulation prize ring with ropes 
stretched around it. Back of this ring again, 
in the extreme east end of the building, is a 
room with windows opening up on the ring. 
It is filled with tables and the habitues of the 
place can bring thelr ladies in there 
and treat them to beer and enjoy the 
**scraps,’’ singing and dancing going on in 
the place. An old piano, of most excruciating 
tone, stands aguinst the south wail jast be- 
neath the stage. Whenthere is no sparrin 
exhibition going on, some tough, wae is give 
sandwiches and beer and a bed on 
the floor for his services, trundies the 
piano, while he or some other hbhanger- 
on sings tho Ashes in the Grate,’’ Don't 
Leave Yer Mudder, Tom,’’ or seme other 
ally touching ballad In a raw, rasping 
v@ee which causes the biood to run cold 
through the veins of bis auditors and drives 
them all to drink. That is just what is 
wanted for a lot of dirty, unkempt 
looking individuuls who serve as waiters ure 
constantly passing up and duwn the hall and 
notifying the crowd that they have beer, soda 
and cigars for sale, and that it is time to 
spend some money with the bar. Occasionally 
afiegro sets on the stage and dances 
a rag for the edification of the audience, 
and so the ene is kept going, each succeed 
ing feature of the entertainment being worse 
than its predecessor 
AT KELLY’S. 

At Tom Kelly's place the ring is also back of 
the bar proper. Instead of being on au elle - 
vated stage, however, it is in the center 
of a room which has rough-hewn berxrd 
seats, like the ‘‘bieachine boards’’ at a buen 
ball park, rising on three sides of it to the 
celling. As in Daly’s piuce, the ring has a 

lank floor. There is no concert hall at 

(eily’s, and his patrons are saved the 
tortures of the plano and songs. Set- tos are 
not of niahtly occurrence there as at 
Daly’s, men seldom  enterin the ring 
except tor a purse orstake, while at Daly’s 
they spar every ulcht asa part of the enter 
tainment. These sparring matches whrn 
parts of the entertainment are always tame 
nffairs, all the brutality being shown in the 
fixbts for stakes and money. Kelly is an ex- 
middie- weight champion. 

OTHER PLACES. 

The other puygilistic headquarters in the 
nel borhood are the free and easy, kept 
by Tom Alen, ex-champion of the world, and 
Hugh MeMann’s suloon. Allen’s place is on 
the north side of Market just east of seventh 
street and back f tne saloon is the concert 
room where bad piano playing and worse 
singing can be nightly heard ecMenus has 
his piace directly opposite, on the south side 
ofthe street. He tas u saloon only and de- 
rives his fame from having whipped Artie

Flint. Neither McManus nor Alien have fixhts

And such are the places where these fights 
are held.

The Inquest. 


About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon Dr. 
Charles A. Frank held the post-mortem exam- 
ination on the body of Jackson, which lay on 
a slab at the Morgue. The skull 
was removed and the brain found 
to be covered with clotted blood. Death 


w@s the result of a violent concussion, and 
the wonder of the whole affuir is that the in- 
jured man lived as long as he did with his 
head in such a condition. No official yerdict 
hus yet been returned. 

When thie became known, Coroner Frank 
commenced the taking of testimony in the in- 
quest at about 4 o'clock. 

A jury consisting of Messrs. Frank Hoep- 
ling, Samuel C. Krown, Jos. Baier, E. H. 
Tobias, A. ©, Coring and Thomas Ropes was 
first empaneled and sworn, after which the 

risoner, Edward Haroun, alias Abearo; 

arry Allen, Dan Daly, Michael Mo ney, Wm. 
Quincey, John Daly and Stephen A. Malloy 
were taken from their cells in the hold- 
over, and in charge of a detail of 
officers, the men proceeded to the 
Curoner’s office. ‘hey were represented by 
Attorney \.orris, who will act in their inter- 
este. After being sworn over the inanimate 
clayin the Morgue the men were placed in 
the private office to be brought forward one 
by ene, to xive evidence. The murdered 
mun’s mother, still weeping piteously, came 
inleaningon the arm of her eldest son and 
daughter. Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop 
was on hand for the State. 

The first witness called was Mrs. Fannie E. 
Jackson, the mother of the dead boy. She 
testified that her son, Thomas E. Jackson, 
wax 18 years of age, and was bora in Ken- 
tucky. 

THE NEAT WITNESS 
introduced was Dan Day. He suid he bad 
nothiny todo with arranging the fight. He 
wus busy all day, and when he was about to 

o home at 10 o’clock some one told 

im to wait as there was to be 
a glove fight. The fight bezan about 12 o’ciock 
and was under the Marquis of Queensbury 
rules. He said he did not know how long it 
lasted nor for what amount itwas. He was 
in and outof the room all the time and did 
not know bow many rounds were fought. he 
saw Jackson try to come up to the seratch in 
the last round and fall back unconscious 


The fight was with mediuin-sized 
gioves, The referee was Jos.. Murphy. 
The time-keeper he did not know. Jackson’s 


seconds were Mooney and another man whom 
he did not know. Jack Collins and Bob Far- 
roll were seconds or Abhenru. Aiter thefight 
Jack-on, he said, was t. ken up- stairs by his 
friends. He did not see bim again until this 
morning, - 

Did you see him receive a severe blow and 
fall in the last round?’’ he was asked 

No, was the reply, ‘*butlsaw him make 
a lunge at Abeurn, miss and fall.“ 

He eaid he did not know the stakeholMer or 
whatthe ht was for. Hesaid also he did 
not know where his brother Charley was. 

Whoen asked to describe the fall he said:

JOHN DALY

In 
the lust round, as near as be could remember, 
the pricipals clinched and Jackson fell with 
Ahearn of top. Jackson, he thought, struck 
bis bead with full tree on the floor. The 
fall, he believed, was due more to exhaustion 
than anything else. The fight lasted fully halt 
an hour, The floor had become very slippery, 
owing to the feet that water used to sponge 
Jackson off with had been spilied and both 
men had slipped and fallen about four times 
during the fight. He had not contributed to 
the purse for the fight and saw no money 
chanue bands.

THE REFEREER'’S STORY. 

Jos. A. Murphy was the fret witness put on 
the stand. He said: 

X. nume is Joseph A. Murphy.

A purse of $30.50 was raised by 
aman named Johnston, who passed eround 
the hat. I did not contribute to that purse.’’ 

Murphy then described the rounds, referring 
to the contest as a ‘‘hard-fought sparring 
match.*’ He continued: 

At the end of the eleventh round Charlie 
Daly came to me and asked me to give wy de- 
cision or call the ma oh a draw.

A DIVINE IN TIE SLUMS. 


REV. d. G. SMITH, Dp D., SFFS THE DARK 
SID“ OF A BIG CITY 


And Points Ont New Fields for Labor for the 
‘*Sweet-Scented Jockry-Ciub Divines’’ 
of St. Louis—The Vlague Spots of ur 
Beautifal City—Movements Among the 


Ministers. 


EV. G. G. SMITH, D. 
D., of Georgia, a 
prominent Methodist 
preacher, was recently 
in St. Louis, and he 
spent some of his time 
in that portion of the 
/ eity where, to use the 
figure of the parable 
about the good and bad 
seed, nothing but thistles grow. In other 
words be visited the slums, and departed with 
ideas as tothe work which there wus for the 
St. Louls ministers to do. He had just finished 
a revival in Boone County, and was on bis 
way bome again when he stopped here. He 
spent a day and a night in 3t. Louis, and 
under the cover of darkness he in- 
vestizated the South Sixth street slums. 
This isaregion not often visited by sight- 
seeing clergymen, and consequently Bev. 
Smith’s Impression will doubtiess be interest- 
ing to bis brother divines in this city. Writing 
his impressions torachurch paper he says: 
‘*I saliied out as soon as supper was over, and 
found myself in apart of St. Louis whieh 
looked like it needed policing. I asked the 
man on the force what part of St. 
Louls gave the departinent the most 
trouble, and he said: ‘Just where you are 
now. Ihave been in New York, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, bat I am sorry to say, for 
unblushing, unconcealed wickedness, the 
paris of the city of St. Louis on the streets 
immediately back of my hotel, which was on 
Broadway, surpasses all I ever saw. Oh, 
these plague-spots in tnis beautiful city! 
W hat shall be done for them? 

„One of the swert-scented, perfumed, 
jockey-club divines, who are so popular with 
the upper circies, said, when one who looked 
ot things us they are spoke of them, that 
‘vulgar men saw vulgar things, and we saw 
what we wanted to see.’ St. Louis had better 
see Fifth and Fourth streets, or some day they 
will see her. The magnificent palaces around 
the magnificent park are menaced by the vice 
of lower St. Louis as upper Fifth avenue is 
threatened by Mott st ect, New York.’’
